SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER. 

The  old  Knutsford  supply  has  now  been  discontinued,  and  the  district  is  now 
having  the  Manchester  Corporation  water.  A  large  ferro  concrere  tower  has  been 
erected,  and  the  distiict  now  enjoys  a  good  -wholesome  water  supply  at  a  good 
pressure.  The  five  samples  taken  during  the  year  of  the  old  supply  were  of  the 
usual  standard. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  treatment  of  sewerage  at  the  Disposal  Works  has  been  carried  out  quite 
satisfactorily.  Four  samples  of  effluent  have  been  taken  and  examined,  the  whole 
which  have  been  classified  as  satisfactory  by  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Rivers  Board 
Committee.  On  one  occasion  the  sample  proved  the  best  of  42  taken  from  all  over 
the  drainage  area.  Several  lengths  of  drains,  etc.,  have  been  relaid  during  the  year, 
and  several  new  connections  have  been  made  to  existing  sewers. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

All  Ashbins  and  the  6  Pail  Closets  are  cleansed  weekly.  All  Ashpits  have  been 
abolished  with  the  exception  of  one  at  the  Works  of  the  Waterproof  Paper  Company, 
and  one  at  the  Egerton  Schools.

The  following  summarises  the  work  done  during  the  year  : —

During  the  year,  one  tippler  closet  was  converted  into  a  W.C. 

The  six  pad  closets  and  the  one  midden  closet  now  remaining  are  at  outlying 
places  where  it  is  not  possible  to  connect  to  the  sewerage  scheme. 

Scavenging  is  carried  out  on  modern  lines,  a  dustless  removal  motor  vehicle 
being  employed.  The  whole  of  the  district  is  covered  each  week,  with  a  second 
collection  to  some  of  the  larger  premises. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  the  Moor,  and  good 
progress  is  being  made  with  the  reclaiming  of  what  once  was  a  swamp  for  use  as  a 
Recreation  Ground. 

An  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  expressed  himself  as  well  satisfied  with 
the  condition  of  the  Tip  during  his  recent  inspection  of  the  district. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Little  or  no  nuisance  is  experienced  from  smoke  owing  to  the  absence  of 
Factories  in  the  district.  These  are  only  five  large  chimney  stacks  in  the  area,  and 
these  are  quite  effectually  controlled. 

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY 
BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

No  nuisances  have  arisen  in  respect  of  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc.,  there  being 
only  one  permanent  caravan  in  the  district. 

OTHER  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  REQUIRING  NOTICE. 

The  Council’s  Cemetery  at  Tabley  Hill  which  has  been  in  use  for  31  years, 
provides  sufficient  burial  space  for  several  generations. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  at  the  Schools  are  above  suspicion 
as  to  the  cause  of  infectious  disease.  The  lavatories  and  closets  are  regularly 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all  Elementary  Schools  are  disinfected 
during  the  summer  holidays. 

BAG  FLOCK  ACTS,  1911  and  1928. 

Visits  which  were  made  to  the  upholsterers  in  the  district  have  not  revealed 
any  unclean  flock  being  used  in  the  manufacture  of  upholstery. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


MILK  SUPPLY,  Etc. 

6  samples  from  retailers  of  milk  and  local  farmers  were  submitted  for  biological 
examination,  and  all  showed  negative  results. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  in  the  area  have  been  visited  at  various 
times  during  the  year,  and  notices  have  been  served  requesting  the  lime  washing 
and  cleansing  of  internal  walls.  No  serious  infringements  of  the  regulations  were 
noted  during  the  year

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

Inspections  have  been  made  periodically  of  Meat,  Fish,  and  other  foods  exposed 
for  sale  Apart  from  approximately  301bs  of  Beef  surrendered  for  destruction,  the 
whole  of  the  Meat,  Fish,  etc.,  appeared  to  be  satisfactory  (except  that  mentioned 
under  T.  B.  Order  below) 

Periodical  inspections  are  also  made  of  the  Meat,  etc.,  exposed  for  sale  in  the 
Market,  which  has  generally  appeared  of  good  quality. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES.

The  majority  of  the  above  were  inspected  in  the  Slaughterhouses,  and  were 
generally  of  good  quality.  There  are  6  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
which  are  all  well  appointed  and  kept  in  good  condition. 

The  Council  have  issued  11  licences  to  local  butchers  under  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Act,  and  decided  not  to  apply  Sec.  1  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  lambs,  sheep, 
etc. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  12  Bakehouses  in  use  in  the  district.  These  premises  have  been 
inspected  periodically  during  the  year,  and  notices  requesting  the  occupiers  to  lime- 
wash  the  walls  have  been  served  at  stated  periods,  and  as  occasion  has  required. 
The  premises  have  been  kept  clean  generally,  and  have  been  limewashed  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  regulations. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Twenty-six  sessions  were  held  at  the  Centre  duning  the  year.  97  children  made 
730  attendances,  giving  an  average  attendance  of  28  per  session. 

The  Health  Visitor  has  paid  54  first  and  137  subsequent  visits  to  expectant 
mothers,  371  visits  to  children  under  one  year  old,  and  1484  visits  to  children 
between  one  and  five  years. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  figure  is  again  very  good  as  there  were  only  three  infant 
deaths  of  which  two  were  after  10  hours  and  2  days  of  life  respectively,  the  third 
being  from  pneumonia  at  5  weeks. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

One  maternal  death  occurred  in  the  County  Institution  Hospital.  This  is  the 
first  maternal  death  in  Knutsford  since  1926,  and  the  only  maternal  death  in  880 
live  births. 

ANTENATAL  CARE. 

The  Council’s  Ante-natal  care  scheme  has  just  commenced  operation.  This 
scheme  provides  for  the  ante-natal  care  to  be  carried  out  and  reports  sent  to  me  by 
the  medical  practitioners  selected  by  the  patients  at  fees  payable  by  the  Council, 
such  fees  varying  with  whether  the  patient  is  herself  an  insured  person  or  not.  If 
any  doctor  ever  gets  a  case  in  which  he  considers  the  opinion  of  a  “  specialist  ” 
would  be  helpful,  this  will  be  arranged  for. 

This  ante-natal  scheme  was  arranged  by  me  and  is  largely  modelled  on  the 
schemes  originally  devised  by  Dr.  Picton,the  M  O.H.  for  Winsford.  It  was  adopted 
by  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Ministry.  I  think  it  is  the  best  possible  scheme 
and  I  hope  every  woman  in  Knutsford  to  whom  it  is  applicable,  will  take  full 
advantage  of  it — there  are  no  formalities  or  expenses  so  far  as  patients  are  concerned. 
All  a  pregnant  woman  has  to  do  is  to  call  on  her  own  doctor  at  his  own  house  in 
his  ordinary  consulting  hours.  No  application  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
the  Council,  is  necessary  to  obtain  this  valuable  free  service. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  fever  cases  were  one  less  and  diptheria  cases  four  more  than  in  1933. 
No  deaths  occurred  from  any  infectious  disease.  All  scarlet  fever  and  diptheria 
cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 

The  Council  have  for  many  years  provided  the  ordinary  laboratory  facilities  in 
connection  with  infect!  us  diseases,  chiefly  of  course  diptheria,  and  they  also  pay 
the  doctors  for  taking  and  forwarding  the  specimens  to  the  laboratory  in  addition 
to  free  provision  of  anti-diptheria  serum.  These  measures  have  been  very  efficacious. 
There  has  been  no  death  from  diptheria  since  1922.  The  Council  have  now  made 
improved  arrangements  in  that  the  laboratory  authorities  have  been  instructed  that 
in  future  all  swabs  from  suspected  diptheria  cases  are  to  be  examined,  first  by  the 
more  rapid  microscopical  method,  and  then  further  by  the  former  cultural  method, 
if  the  microscopical  method  fails  to  reveal  the  bacilli.  In  the  cases  where  the  bacilli 
are  found  by  the  microscopical  method,  the  doctor  will  get  a  telephone  message  to 
that  effect  in  a  few  hours  instead  of  in  a  day  a  half,  as  often  happens  with  the  for¬ 
mer  (cultural )  method.  This  will  often  make  possible  an  earlier  removal  of  the 
case  to  hospital,  and  so  shorten  the  time  the  patient  is  in  Knutsford,  with  of  course 
a  diminution  of  the  risks  of  spread  of  the  disease  to  others. 

PNEUMONIA. 

As  regards  acute  lobar  pneumonia  and  broncho-pneumonia  the  Council  have 
arranged  that  doctors  may  send  (at  the  Council’s  expense)  sputum  from  these  cases 
to  Doctor  Jenkins,  the  Pathologist  of  the  Salford  Royal  Hospital,  to  be  examined  as 
to  the  type  of  pneumococcus  which  is  the  cause  in  that  particular  patient.  In  cases 
where  the  cause  is  found  to  be  the  Type  1,  pneumococcus,  the  doctor  can  obtain 
free  serum  for  treatment  at  the  Council  Offices. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

(For  figures  see  Tables.) 

The  Tuberculosis  Register  on  December  31st,  1934,  showed  57  cases  as  follows  : — 
Pulmonary  cases,  males  21.  females  10. 

Non-pulmonarv  cases,  males  15,  females  11. 

Notification  continues  satisfactory. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

During  the  year  the  following  animals  have  been  slaughtered  under  this  order  : — 
23  Milch  Cows  from  the  Bucklow  Rural  District 
5  Milch  Cows  from  the  Knutsford  Urban  Area

22  carcases  were  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis,  and  were  destroyed 
under  Police  supervision. 

No  person  suffering  from  tuberculosis  was  found  engaged  in  food  production 
or  distribution. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATON  (Infectious). 

This  is  adequate  and  unchanged. 

LABORATORY  WORK 

Twenty-four  specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
examined  at  the  County  Laboratory,  of  which  four  were  positive  and  twenty 
negative. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  continue  with 
the  alteration  referred  to  under  heading  of  “  Infectious  Diseases.”  Additional  fac¬ 
ilities  have  also  been  arranged  with  the  Pathologist  of  the  Salford  Royal  Hospital, 
these  are  detailed  under  the  heading  of  “  Pneumonia.” 

LOCAL  ACTS— None. 

GENERAL  ADOPTIVE  ACTS 

The  Acts  adopted  are  the  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Acts,  Parts  II  and  III ; 
P.H.A.  Amendment  Act,  1890;  and  P.H.A,  1875,  Section  112.  as  amended  by  section 
51  of  P.H.A.  Amendment  Act,  1907,  P.H.A.  Amendment  Act,  1890.  Parts  II  and  III 
Public  Health  (Water)  Act,  1878. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

This  is  most  efficiently  carried  on  by  the  two  District  Nurses,  who  are  employed 
by  a  Voluntary  Committee. 

MIDWIVES. 

The  only  Mid  wives  are  the  two  District  Nurses — both  C.M.B. 

GENERAL  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION 

In  addition  to  the  Infirmary  at  the  Institution  of  the  Public  Assistance  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  needs  of  the  district  are  very  adequately  supplied  by  the  Knutsford  Cottage 
Hospital,  the  Altrincham  General  Hospital,  and  large  General  and  Special  Hospitals 
of  Manchester. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

Available,  but  not  provided  by  the  Council. 

SANITARY  STAFF. 

This  is  unchanged.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  and  thanks  for  the 
work  of  Mr.  Butler  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  who  has  assisted  iu  the 
compilation  of  this  Report. 

I  should  also  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  Miss 
J.  Ashworth  voluntarily,  in  attending  and  providing  teas  for  mothers  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Centre.

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IN  MEMORIAM. 

As  this  goes  to  press  I  learn  with  regret  of  the  death  of  Dr.  T.  W.  H.  Garstang 
whom  I  succeeded  in  1917,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Knutsford  Urban  and 
Bucklow  Rural  Districts  and  as  Medical  Adviser  of  the  Bucklow  Joint  Hospital  Board 

On  his  resignation  both  the  Knutsford  and  Bucklow  Councils  showed  their 
appreciation  of  his  services  by  nominating  him  Honorary  Consulting  Medical  Officer. 

After  leaving  Cheshire,  Dr.  Garstang  devoted  his  energies  to  Medical  organis¬ 
ation  with  such  success  that  he  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Representative  Meeting 
of  the  British  Medical  Association  for  three  consecutive  years.  His  work  in  this 
capacity  was  of  such  outstanding  merit  that  the  Council  of  the  Association  conferred 
a  permanent  Vice-presidency  upon  him  —  an  honour  which  has  only  been  awarded 
to  very  few. 


I  also  regret  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  Wilson  Marshall,  who  was  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Surveyor  to  this  Council  for  nearly  twenty  years,  prior  to  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1929. 
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
